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OTTAWA— The government's eco- 
nomy axe cut deep into controllable 
expenditures for the fiscal year 1934- 
85 and lopped off $17,000,000, it was 
revealed in the main estimates tabled 
in a recent session of the House of 
Commons. This frllowed a continued 
cutting down of ordinary public ex- 
penditure since 1930, bringin; the to- 
tal reduction to almost 80,000,000. The 
estimates do not include unemploy- 
ment relief and railway deficits. 

There are practically no new ex- 
Penditures and almost all old items 
are reduced 10 per cent or more. Pub- 
Ue works are confined entirely to the 
most essential repairs and mainten- 
ance, It is understood the way is left 
open to provide, either in the sup- 
Pplementaries or by special act of par- 
liament, funds necessary to carry out 
the government's projected large pub- 
Ne works program. Rigid curtailment 
of all expenditures under this head is 
Pakken as an indication the 
works program is assured.

Reviewing Canadian business 
conditions of the past year and at 
the same time looking forward to 
the prospects for 1934, BE. W. 
Beatty, Chairman and President 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
thinks the country is on the way 
back to prosperity, although the 
way may be long, and at times 
difficult.

We have before us 
problems that will tax the ingenu- 
ity and-strength of our leaders in 
statescraft, finance and industry 
and make great demands upon the 
patience and understanding of our 
people, but if these problems are 
met with courage and dealt with 
in accordance with the laws of 
sound economics which are as re- 
lentlessly unchangeable as_ the 
laws of nature, this country will 
emerge from the purging in far 
better shape to progress than it 
has ever been before, and indivi- 
dual prosperity for all classes of 
our people will be more firmly 
established.

But when this is 
accomplished the problem for 
Canada is far from solved. 

Must Reduce Taxes, 

“All that is true of the railways 
is true in some respect of most 
other public facilities, and such 
progress as has been made over 
the past year along the line of 
effecting economies in adminis- 
tration of public affairs has been 
helpful, but has served mostly to 
point the way to larger and more 
fundamental @ - arrangements 
looking towards an easing of the 
great load of national debt, and a 
reduction of taxation the extent 
of which has come to assume 
ominous proportions. There is 
no need for further stressing the 
inescapable necessity for such ac- 
tion. I do not believe that any 
thinking Canadian viewing nation- 
al affairs without prejudice, will 
deny that the drain upon public 
and individual wealth consequent 
upon the general railway situa- 
tion continues to over-shadow all 
other problems, and it is by far 
the most important difficulty that 
has to be surmounted before the 
way to prosperity lies open before 
us. 


The Remedy. 

In order to clarify the situation 
early in the year, I outlined in two 
public addresses what I believed 
to be the only possible solution 
for that problem. In effect, I

World War Changed Everything

\n article appearing in the daily papers quite recently told of a pro-| 


fes 


or at Harvard University who had compiled a “table of wars,” showing 
that there have been no fewer than 902 major wars since the year 500 
3.C., and drawing attention to the fact that the World War, 
was eight times “greater” than all the other major wars since 500 B.C. 
rolled into one. 
1914-1918, was eight times greater than all the major wars combined in 
the preceding 2,400 years of the world's history, 


If this calculation is even approximately correct it should help us to | 


more fully appreciate the truth and force of the statement so frequently 
made that the financial and economic difficulties of the nations today had 


their origin in the World War, and that our troubles are not the result | 
of the breakdown of the existing system because of the unsoundness or 


inherent weakness of that system, but that the cause is to be found in the 
destruction of 1914-1918 and in the new conditions and circumstances re- 
sulting from that colossal struggle. 

To the World War, and the need and emergencies of that terrible con- 
test, can be directly traced the speeding up of invention, the improvement 
of machines, and the urge to mass production, to which some peop!e attri- 
bute much of the existing unemployment,—-men replaced by machines. To 
the World War, 
of acres into production of various foods and other products then in great 
demand, and to the uneconomic and more or less artificial production of 


certain products in countries which prior to the war did not attempt to | 


raise these things but imported them from other countries where their pro- 
duction was a natural process. 


The World War, too, is directly responsible for the development of 


that spirit of narrow nationalism which has infected all nations, a narrow 
nationalism political in character but which has been developed along eco- 
nomic lines in order to promote and strengthen political nationalism, It is 
not necessarily the system under which the economical life of the world 
grew so amazingly and prospered so greatly in the last half of the 19th 
and first decade of the 20ta centuries that is at fault; rather, it has broken 
down because of an outside force, the World War, which prevented that 
economic system from functioning for the welfare of mankind, and threw 
it completely out of gear. 

That is to say, no matter what system had prevailed in 1914-1918 it 
could not have withstood the impact and upheaval cf the World War and 
continued to function. Had any of the various new systems now being ad- 
vocated for adoption to supersede thi system which came down from the 
last century been the prevailing system in 1914 it, too, wouid have been 
shattered and the present outcry would be raised against it. 

It is the World War that has changed everything, and that change must 
© met. 
new 


k It cannot be met in a single year, nor by the adoption of any one 


System, whether it be political, social. The needed 
changes cannot be best and most quickly brought about by destroying exist- 
ing foundations which inevitably would mean great loss and suff ring, and 
more particularly so to those who even now are the chief victims of the 
depression. Rather there a multiplicity of changes, some small 
and seemingly insignificant, others large and outstanding, but all inter- 
locked and having a bearing on each other and upon the whole. 

The nations of the world now recognize the failure of narrow national- 
ism, both political and economic. They are all suffering from it, but they 
have not yet agreed upon a formula for its removal. Recognizing the dis- 
ease, they are not yet prepared to apply a universal cure. 
we find the nations as separate units devoting their energies to a solution 
of their own problems and difficulties regardless of the effect which their 
actions and policies may have upon other nations. 
is but a continuance of extreme narrow nationalism, but the almost certain 
outcome must be a4 still more acute realization that the* nations cannot 
live unto but must come together, and work 
for their mutual advantage if they are not all to crash together, 

Narrow nationalism, born of war, can only end in war. And the next 
World War,—if it comes,—-will far exceed in its magnitude and disastrou;

Review Favourable Year 


For Royal Bank of Canada 


STRONG POSITION MAINTAINED 


Sir Herbert Holt, President, Takes Strong View That 
Canada Is Now Definitely on the Upgrade. 


The annual meeting of the share- 
holders of the Royal Bank of Canada 
marked the close of a most success- 
ful year. 

Sir Herbert Holt, President, in his 
| address struck an optimistic note 
when he stated that he considered 
that Canada was now definitely on} 
the upgrade. Its progress, however, | 
was being retarded by too heavy tax- | 
ation and the cost of maintaining so 
many Governments in the country 
was rapidly becoming unbearable. 

Morris W. Wilson, Vice-President 
and General Manager, in his address 
reviewed the outstanding features of 
the strong statement of the Bank. 
The feature of paramount importance 
in connection with the possible forma- 
| tion of a Central Bank, added Mr. 
| Wilson, would be the quality of its 
| management. 


President's Address 


| Sir Herbert S. Holt, President, in 
| moving the adoption of the Directors’ 
| Report, said in part: 

The 64th Annual Report and Bal- 
ance Sheet submittcd to you to-day 
disclose the strong position of the 
| bank. While Balance Sheet figures 
| are somewhat smaller than those of | 
a year ago, this reflects a falling off 
in international deposits rather than 
contraction of Canadian business. In 
fact, a notable feature is an increase 
in Canadian Demand and Savings de- 
posits during the year. The liquid 
position is eminently satisfactory. As 
you would expect, the restricted de- 
mand for commercial loans, and the 
resultant increase in our holdings of 
less remunerative assets in the form 
| of Dominion and Provincial Govern- | 
ment securities, his combined with | 
other factors to reduce profits. In| 
April last, the dividend was reduced 
from 10 per cent, to 8 per cent., and | 
the last three quarterly dividends 
| have been pa‘d at that rate. The im- 
provement which has taken place in 
business during the last six months, 
has already had a beneficial effect on | 
earnings. 

Referring to the situation in Can- 
ada, the President said: “I am glad 
to say that since we last met there 
has been a distinct improvement in 
Canadian business. I have had the 
opportunity of seeing this country 
recover from depressions on various 
occasions during the last fifty years 
and the present movement appears to 
be taking place along the accustomed 
lines. As soon as world trade com- 
mences to revive there is an im- 
proved demand for Canadian raw ma- 
terials. Canadian exports increase 
substantially, surplus inventories dis. | 
appear and greater activity in the 
principal exporting industries pro- 
vides additional employment with a 
consequent improvement in purchas- 
ing power and domestic trade. This} 
has been the sequence of events in 
| Canada during the last six months.” 


The Railway Situation. 
| Dealing with the situation of the 


; Government railways, Sir Herbert ex- 
pressed the opinion that the time for | 
half measures had passed and that! 
bold and courageous action was re- | 
quired, He felt that the views «x- 
pressed at the last Annual Meeting | 
taat enforced co-operation between | 
the two railway systems would not 
be a satisfactory remedy had been | 
confirmed by the experience of the 
past year and is still of the opinion 
that the maximum of economy can 
only be obtained by some form of 
administrative amalgamation. 

The President made a strong de- 
mand for a reduction of Government- 
al debts and pointed out that the cost | 
of maintaining too numerous govern- 
ments, Federal, Provincial and Muni- 
cipal, was becoming unbearable. He 
said: ‘Greater activity in business 
| will reduce unemployment, produce 
increased revenues, and a reduction 
in disbursements for public relief, 
Advantage should be taken of these | 
, developments to reduce debts rather! 
than increase expenditures.’ 


Conditions In Other Countries. 

In referring to conditions in other 
countries he expressed the view that 
the low point in the depression for | 
most of the world was reached in the | 
latter part of 1932, and since that 
time there has been a general in- 
crease in international trade. Refer- 
ence to the United States was made 
as follows:—"While business in the 
United States commenc:d to improve | 
about the middle of 1932 it later suf- 
fered a relapse due to their banking 
difficult'es and the hesitation and un- 
certainty which precede a change of

It is difficult to analvze the 
effects of their policies and impossible 
to prophesy the outcome. Their cen- 
tral idea that an fncrease in the 
price level must be obtained is sound 
common sense and is now quite gen- 
erally accepted as such throughout 
the world. At our Annual Meetings 
of the last three years we have em- 
phasized and re-emphasized the nec- 
essity for a higher price level. I see 
no reason why it cannot be achieved 
in due course.” 

In closing Sir Herbert Holt said: 
“At our last Annual Meeting I ex- 
pressed the feeling that indications 
pointed to the initiation of a substan- 
tial recovery in 1933. This year it is 
possible to go one step farther and to 
venture the opinion that we are now 
definitely on the up-grade. If we 
deal intelligently with the main prob- 
lems that confront us we can expect 
within measurable time a return of 
general prosperity.” 

General Manager’s Address, 


Mr. M. W. Wilson, Vice-President 
and General Manager, in referring to 
the position of the bank pointed out 
that liquid assets totalled $362,471,- 
000, and were equal to 55.76% of 
liabilities, compared with 
52.8607 of the previous year. A not- 
able feature is that 24.26% of such 
liabilities is represented by cash and 
cash balances aggregating $157,699,- 
000. He mentioned the further inter- 
esting fact that in Canada current 
deposits increased about $17,000,000 
during the year and savings deposits 
were higher by $2,000,000. 

In discussing the proposed central 
bank he recalled the hope which he 
expressed at the last Annual Meeting 
that the Government would see fit to

which was constituted last summer 
could not have been better chosen.

Mr. Wilson expressed the strong 
opinion that the recommendations in 
the Report with respect to the grad- 
ual withdrawal of the note-issuing 
privileges of the Chartered Banks 
did not appear to be in the public 
interest. Retention of these privileges 
would not hamper the Central Bank 
in its efforts to control credit. [n 
this connection he quoted an editorial 
which appeared in the London Econ- 
omist to the effect that the Central 
Bank would not be in the least weak- 
ened by allowing the Chartered 
Banks to retain their present issues 
under the present restrictions. Mr. 
Wilson went on to say: “I think, 
therefore, that we should view the 


| elimination of bank note issues not as 


a step which must inevitably accom- 
pany the creation of a central bank 
but as a separate matter entirely. 


| The real question is whether the Gov- 


ernment desire to have banking ser- 
vice maintained at many small points 


| throughout the country or to appro- 


priate the revenue of note issues for 
themselves. I belicve that the gain 
to the Government would not offset 
the loss to the public through cur- 
tailment of banking facilities, Un- 
questionably there are many places 
which could no longer support a 
branch bank if note issuing privileges 
were to be withdrawn. The operation 
of @ number of small branches at a 
bare margin of profit is characteristic 
of banking in this country. We have 
a system which in many of its aspects 
is native to the Dominion and prud- 
ence should prompt us to be very 
cautious in advocating fundamental 
changes,” 

In conclusion Mr, Wilson said: “At 
our last Annual Meeting I ventured 
to suggest that the prospect of fur- 
ther improvement in the coming year 
was very much more hopeful than it 
was the previous year. That predic- 
tion has been borne out by subsequent 
developments. For the first time in 
years an attitude of quiet but confi- 
dent optimism is in evidence almost

A national peace study project to! 


bring to every man and woman in 
Canada the importance of peace, was 
announced by J. E. MacPherson, 
president of the Association of Cana- 
dian clubs, and Hon. Ernest Lapointe, 
president of the League of Nations 
society. . 

In “A letter to all Canadians,’ the 
details of the society's project were 
announced. For the first time in 
Canadian history, it was stated, an 
attempt was to be made through the 
combined use of the radio, the press 
and group discussion ot have a simul- 
taneous study of a subject through- 
out the nation, 

What is described as Sir Arthur 
Currie’s last great message was used 
by Mr. MacPherson and Mr. Lapointe 
to emphasize the importance of their 
plan, and his question whether Cana- 
dians were bestirring themselves “in 
this night of hysteria which may end 
in war" was reiterated. 

Eleven Sunday afternoon addresses 
have been arranged to introduce the 
various topics listed in the discus- 
sion and study outline.
